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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of embodiment 2, claims 7-1 2 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Claim 11 depends on non-elected claim 6, so claim 11 also has 
been withdrawn from consideration.
